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PLANTING IDEAS 


In conjunction with the Seminars Department 
many new means of communicating horticultural 
information to our guests are being marketed. 
These programs allow the guest to select the 
extent of horticultural information they desire and 
enable them to enroll in a program that will fit 
their schedule. One or more instructors from the 
Horticulture Division host each group giving 
instruction and answering questions. 

The various programs include: 


THE ART AND SCIENCE OF GARDENING AT 
WALT DISNEY WORLD which is a- four-hour 
workshop Including an opening classroom 
presenting an overview of the role and scope of 
horticulture at WALT DISNEY WORLD as well as 
a presentation and design activity on landscape 
design. A backstage field trip to the Nursery 
highlights experimentation and production of 
horticultural specialties such as topiary and 
hanging baskets. A walking tour of World 
Showcase emphasizes the various themes as they 
relate to the design concepts and specific plant 
materials of selected World Showcase countries. 

To date twenty-three groups with over six 
hundred twenty-five persons have attended this 
workshop session. The cost is thirty dollars plus 
admission to EPCOT Center. Garden clubs, 
education groups, convention groups, and many 
landscape related company groups have been 
among those attending. This workshop is also 
included on the last day of the four-day Discovery 
Series, 

LANDSCAPING FOR THE HOME GARDENER 
is a more detailed five-day Vacation Seminar with 
numerous tours, classroom presentations, and 
greater exposure to our Horticulture experts. In 
addition, agriculture at The Land, floral design, 
and zoological horticulture at Discovery Island are 
included.

GARDENS OF THE WORLD is a _ two-hour 
presentation that has just begun at EPCOT 
Center as one of several Theme Park Learning 
Programs. An opening classroom in Sache 
Teachers Center in West Communicore at 
EPCOT Outreach is followed by an instructional 
walking tour of the gardens of World 
Showcase. The cost for this program is ten 
dollars plus admission to EPCOT Center. 


PROFESSIONALS NURSERY TOUR is 
designed to allow groups of horticulture 
industry professionals a chance to tour our 
Nursery facility to observe experimentation and 
production of new plant materials and 
techniques. A topic presentation by one of our 
Horticulture staff will be included. The cost 
is only fifteen dollars. 
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STUDENTS At THE LAND 


Kraft, Inc. will soon join WALT DISNEY 
WORLD in sponsoring the Agricultural Student 
Program at The Land. This program has been 
operational since the opening of EPCOT Center, 
but has grown in scope from two to six 
participants per six month term. 

Agricultural junior or senior students from 
various disciplines are recruited through the 
Professional Staffing office from _ universities 
throughout the United States. They are selected 
for their desire to learn and communicate 
agriculture, and for their potential to contribute 
to agriculture in the future. Special brochures on 
the program are available from Professional 
Staffing. 

While here, the students work full time as part 
of the agronomy staff at The Land. They spend 
additional hours in instruction and discussion 
" sessions with the permanent staff, and in the 
development and completion of individual study 
projects. 

Most students return to finish school at the 
completion of their program here. We're very 
proud of Ceil Driscoll (Florida), Susan Griffith 
(Arizona) and Craig Davis (Ohio) who had already 
finished school and decided to stay on in WALT 
DISNEY WORLD Horticulture.

GROWTH REGULATORS 


During the past year, Horticultural Pest 
Control in cooperation with the 3M Company, has 
been working on several projects involving Embark 
(mefluidide), a plant growth regulator. We have 
made definite progress in reducing landscape 
maintenance through the use of Embark, which 
allows us time to do other needed work. 

The. ‘mode of --action fot Embark is.. the 
reduction of cell elongation and it is very 
effective on certain turf and ornamentals. 

One area of testing we are particularly 
interested in is the reduction or elimination of 
seed heads on Zoysia grass. The seed head, which 
developes each fall, gives the turf a purple-brown 
color which distracts from the desired green color. 
Hopefully, through a low application rate of 
Embark, we can minimize or eliminate this 
objectional quality of Zoysia turf. 

A second area of interest is the use of Embark 
along the edges of woody ornamental beds and 
walkways to reduce the need for repeated 
mechanical edging. Tests are currently being 
conducted at WALT DISNEY WORLD and EPCOT 
Center on Zoysia, St. Augustine, and Bermuda 
grasses, however, it is not effective on Bahia 
grasses. 

Horticultural Pest Control is also working on a 
long list of ornamentals. These applications will 
hopefully lead to an expanded label on uses of 
Embark.

Irrigation was restored to permit solid coverage. 

At this point, the plumbago is looking good 
while being maintained at a reasonable height. 
The thryallis has really benefited from less 
competition from the cinnamon fern but the latter 
is making an effort to dominate again. 

I'm looking forward to the 1984 freeze -- just 
kiddin', Andy!
